M aintenance

670 m iles of tow nship roads in Ad­ 
am s county will revert to the super­ 
visors of those tow nships w ho arnee 
to rn alce com m ensurate reductions 
iii local road taxes. W arren S. Van 
D ike, sta te secretary of highw ays, 
announced on Friday. 
T hroughout 
the sta le approxim ately 53,000 miles 
of tow nship roads will revert to * vi­ 
per visors for m aintenance, provided 
they agree to reduce road tax lev­ 
ies, V an Dyke said,

der m e P arkinson act ol 1933.

proxim ately $4,400,000 of the funds 
th u s provided are available for su ­ 
pervisors th rou g h o u t the com m on­ 
w ealth.
